These towns account for a population of 
45159 thousand, out of a total population of 51787 


thousand in the country in 359 towns, each having 
a population of 30,000 and over. 

In 226 tow. is having a population of 36,834 
thousand in Group I, where registration is compara- 
tively more complete, 22,487 births and 81,43 deaths 
were recorded giving a birth rate of 31.7 and a death 
rate of 1 1 ■ 5 per thousand of population. The rates 
registered in the various States are as follows :
